JAPANESE COINS. 
ae 

FV. Diekins replies ton writer in the 
Pat Mali Gazette, charging an English bank 
with uttering ‘millions of counterfeit coins in Ja. 
pau, that he is wrong on every point of bis case, 
and displays'an ontiro ignoranoa of the monetary 
history of Japan. “Ho says, ‘A few years azo 
Japan bad twoooins identinal in appoarance, save 
in one that was gold, the othor of sily 
never at any time had any such 
period the writer probably had in his mind there 
wore current in Japan two silver ooins, the 4-bi 
snd the bu; and two gold onins, the uishiu-kin 
and the nibu-in Tho nidu wag equal to 2-bu 
(half a viyo or cobung,) the wishivtog-bu. These 
silver: and gold onins differed from each other, 
not only considerably in size, but totally in dosign 
also, and on both the trae values were expressed 
in casy Chineso oharactars, Alt four coins are 
befora mans T write. Itia altogether inconcsiv- 
able that by gilding the silver coins they could 
have been made to pass for the gold coins, éven 
among foreignors, much less among the Japonose 
themselves, About the time of the revolution of 
1868; the Tyeoon’s Government and one of the 
daimios or territorial nobles had put into ofrou- 
lation a quantity of debused ‘gold? nibu (nidu- 
kin). which were in reality meraly silver gil 
For some time thease coins passed at their nomi. 
nal valne, and ware received at the Japanese 
Custom-houses in paymentof duties. Tha Japa- 
neseanthorities, under the stress of the civil war, 
inoreased thedebasement, andeventuully thecoins 
fell bolow par. The foreign merchants still paid 
duties in this dobased coin, and a quantity soon 
accumnlated in the foreign banks. When, tho 
civil war ended in the trinmph of the Mikado’s 
arty the Japauesy Government decided to call 
in these ‘gilt’ nitu. On's day fixed beforehand 
with the foreign representatives, acoording|y, all 
nibu coingin thehandsof foreigners wersexchang: 
sdatacertain rate—I am not certain whother 
at par or at somo rate below par. Very probably 
some native holders of this debssed currency got 
the advantage of thia arrangement: through the 
aid of thoir forsign friends, The Japanese Go- 
vernment lost, of courde, more: or. less of what 
had been gained upon the debasement.
